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Victim of head-on crash spent two weeks in intensive care 


CRASH DRIVER 

ESCAPES JAIL 



A MUM-of-two was left 
with a fractured spine, 
together with a broken arm 
and leg, after a head-on 
smash with a dangerous 
driver. 

But despite causing the smash 
- after trying to overtake three 
cars before a bend - 
Mohammed Khalid has been 
spared jail. 

Kathryn McFall, 39, from 
Chipping Norton, had to have 
five operations after last 
summer's crash. 

She spent two weeks in 
intensive care and six weeks in 
a trauma unit, still has to use a 
crutch to walk and may require 
plastic surgery. 

Khalid crashed into her Fiat 
500 on a sharp bend on the 
A361 Banbury Road at 8.05am 
on July 3. 

The 21-year-old, from 
Banbury, appeared at Oxford 
Crown Court for sentencing last 
week.

Despite the injuries and 
damage he caused, Recorder 
Emily Formby said Khalid was 
an "exceptional" case as he had 
shown remorse and was of 
previous good character. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Stone 
said the smash had had 
"devastating consequences" for 
the victim, who was now 
seeking civil damages. 

Two drivers who witnessed 
the incident said Khalid's Mini 
Cooper was driving too close 
behind before overtaking near 
South Newington, Mr Stone told 
the court. 

One of them was Philip Gill, 
who was heading towards 
Banbury at the time. He said he 
"immediately had a sense of 
danger" as Khalid approached 
in the middle of the road. 

He told the court: "As soon as 
I lost sight of the Mini I heard a 
bang and saw debris flying." 


Khalid had lost his car 
salesman job and was from a 
"prominent" family in the 
Banbury community. 

Recorder Formby said Khalid 
had shown "truly dreadful 
driving". 

She said: "Your driving was 
aggressive. You were driving 
much too close to vehicles in 
front. You were making 
inappropriate attempts to 
overtake. 

"There are no mitigating 
factors of the offence itself." 

But she said Khalid was a 
"serious man", who had lived a 
"good, clean life", including 
taking part in charity work. 

She said: "I accept this was 
very much out of character for 
you and something that you 
bitterly regret." 

She took "no notice" of when 
remorse was first shown. 

Sentencing him to ten months 
in prison, she said: "I am going 
to take the exceptional course 
and suspend that sentence." 

The sentence was suspended, 
with supervision, for a year. 

Khalid was ordered to do 
200 hours unpaid work, and 
disqualified from driving for 24 
months, with a requirement to 
take an extended driving re-test 
when the ban ends.

Mr Stone said Khalid had 
"not admitted full responsibility 
in this case and shows little or 
no remorse". 

He first told police he was 
driving at 30mph to 40mph, 
had not over-taken on solid 
white lines and that witnesses 
had "probably colluded", Mr 
Stone said. 

But Michael Ivers, defending, 
said at that time the incident 
had yet to "sink in". His client 
admitted dangerous driving at 
the first opportunity. 

Mr Ivers added: "He fully 
accepts his responsibility for 
what happened on that day." 

In a statement Khalid said: "I 
have replayed the accident in 
my mind over and over again, 
asking myself why I had been so 
foolish and stupid." 

Khalid was also injured in the 
crash, the court heard. He spent 
three months in a wheelchair, 
had struggled to eat and sleep, 
often waking up "screaming and 
sobbing", his lawyer said.

Pledge to fight 
1,000-home bid

A PLAN for 1,000 
homes has been 
submitted south of 
an historic "green 
buffer" to the south 
of Banbury. 

Gallagher Estates 
wants to build the 
homes, along with 
offices, shops and a new 
primary school, south of 
Salt Way, off Bloxham 
Road. 

It says the scheme 
will help meet a 
shortage of housing after 
other major estate plans 
stalled. 

But campaigners said 
the move would 
unacceptably extend 
Banbury. 

Another developer 
has already applied to 
put 145 homes next to 
the site and an appeal to 
decide its fate will 
continue next month. 

Gallagher has applied 
for planning permission 
from Cherwell District 


Council, which has not 
included the land in its 
"Local Plan", a policy 
blueprint earmarking 
where estates should go 
by 2031. 

But the Local Plan has 
yet to be officially 
agreed, leading to a raft 
of housing plans in 
Banbury and its 
surrounding villages. 

And Gallagher 
claimed that Cherwell 
was failing to meet a 
Government demand to 
get enough district 
homes built over the 
next five years. 

It said the scheme 
was a "fully sustainable 
urban extension to 
Banbury, integrated into 
the fabric of the town, 
whilst being of sufficient 
scale to meet its own 
distinct community, 
education and leisure 


needs". It said 
Cherwell's assertion that 
Salt Way was Banbury's 
southern limit, was an 
"artificial constraint on 
the natural expansion of 
the town". 

Banbury Civic Society 
chairman Rob Kinchin- 
Smith pledged to fight 
the plan. He said: "Salt 
Way should be the edge 
of Banbury. Period. 

There are better places 
to build than this." 

But he was concerned 
the scheme could be 
allowed on appeal, 
given the lack of 
building at council- 
backed sites - like 1,070 
homes at "Bankside", off 
Oxford Road, to the 
south of Banbury. 

He said: "It is a war 
of attrition. They are 
trying to wear Cherwell 
District Council down. 


They are like a pack of 
vultures." 

Bodicote Parish 
Council chairman Ron 
Glynn said the plan 
would further erode the 
villages' identity, along 
with Bankside. 

He said: "We are 
concerned. We were 
told this was going to be 
a green buffer. With 
Bankside we will just be 
part of Bloxham." 

The plan would 
include 30 per cent 
affordable housing, 
leisure facilities, a 
public square, open 
spaces and sports 
pitches. 

The plan was in 
outline form and final 
details would need extra 
council permission. 

The 145-home 
scheme - by Barwood 
Development Securities 
-will be decided on 
appeal by The Planning 
Inspectorate after

THE percentage of children in 
Oxfordshire being offered a 
place at their preferred 
secondary school is at its 
highest level since 2006. 

Parents across the county have 
last week been receiving letters 
regarding the allocation of places. 

The county council said the 
seven-year high was a 
combination of an excellent 
relationship between secondary 
schools and the county council's 
admissions team, good transport 
links to schools, and parents 
wanting to send their children to 
easy-to-reach schools. 

The good news means the vast 
majority of parents will be able to 
avoid the stress of re-thinking 
which secondary school they 
should send their children to. 

County council cabinet member 
for education Melinda Tilley said: 
"The council has a consistent 
record of doing well when it 
comes to secondary school 
admissions. 

"This year again the level of 
children being offered their 
favoured school has risen, which is 
fantastic, making it the highest 
percentage level since 2006. 

"In recent years we have also 
been well above the national 
average when it comes to the 
percentage offered their first 
choice school." 

A total of 5,445 pupils out of 
5,870, or 92.7 per cent of those 
who applied, have been allocated

In total, 5,792 out of 5,870 
applicants, or 98.6 per cent, 
received their first, second or 
third preference school, 
compared to 98.05 per cent last 
year. 

The poorest performance for 
first choice places in the last 
seven years was in 2010, when 
only 88.5 per cent were 
approved. The national average is 
around 80 per cent. 

Parents who applied online 
will be sent an email informing 
them of which school has been 
allocated for their child. 

Letters regarding primary 
school allocations are due to be 
sent out on April 1 6. 

In recent years there has been 
a greater squeeze on allocations 
in the primary school sector. 

To address this, the council 
has earmarked about £20m for 
extra school places in 2011, 
2012, and 2013.

■ THE jobs of about 40 
workers at eight branches of 
Thomas Cook are safe after 
the outlets escaped a raft of 
store closures.

A PRIMARY school has been 
taken out of special measures 
after winning praise from 
inspectors. 

Middle Barton School was given 
an "inadequate" rating - the worst 
possible - in a November 2011 
Ofsted inspection. 

But the inspectorate has now 
rated the Church Road school, as 
"good", the second best out of 
four grades. 

It said pupils had progressed "at 
a rapid pace" and achievement 
was "good" and sometimes 
"outstanding" in all year groups. 

It said "rigorous" classroom 
checks and "well-focused training 
opportunities have led to good 
teaching throughout the school". 

Struggling pupils get extra 
support and staff and governors 
"work very hard together as an 
effective team". 

It added that pupils have 
"positive attitudes" and leaders 
have developed good 
relationships with parents. 

It added: "Relationships 
throughout the school have 
improved significantly since the 
last inspection and are now 
positive." 

But it said the majority of pupils 
lack confidence when reading 
aloud in class and subject leaders 
"lack the depth of experience to 
take strategic leads" such as 
ensuring consistent marking. 

In 2011 the school was told to 
strengthen leadership and 
management, improve teaching 
and provision for children with 
special needs or disabilities. 

The school was not available for 


comment.

Councils link up 
in bid to save 


cash by sharing

A COUNCIL is looking at 
proposals to share its services 
with a third local authority to 
save money. 

Cherwell and South Northants 
district councils already share a 
chief executive and senior 
management team. 

And now the two councils are in 
talks to share back-room services, 
such as finance, IT and human 
resources, with Stratford-Upon-Avon 
District Council. 

Senior councillors and officers 
from the three councils have had 
several meetings and a business 
case is currently being prepared. 

Proposals are expected to go 
before councillors within six months 
and then consultation would take 
place with staff and unions. 

Union Unison, which represents 
staff at Cherwell, said it was unable 
to comment as it had no 
information about the proposed 
shared services. 

But in 2010 the union said it was 
concerned the move to shared 
management could be the tip of the 
iceberg for jobs losses and could 
ultimately lead to cuts in services. 

Cherwell's leader, Barry Wood, 
said: "Being a forward-looking 
authority, we are keen to continue 
to drive out financial savings 
through partnership working. 

"Our links with South 
Northamptonshire have delivered 
significant savings. But we will not 
rest on our laurels and will continue 
to seek new partnerships, so that we 
can share services and therefore cut 
costs further. All three councils work 
to the same philosophy of protecting 
front-line services whilst looking for 


innovation and savings for council 
taxpayers." 

Cherwell and South Northants 
agreed to share a senior 
management team in 2010 and the 
move led to six job losses at 
Cherwell. 

The councils said they jointly 
saved more than £1 m — Cherwell 
saving £686,000 a year, and South 


Northants £360,000 - by sharing 15 
key staff, instead of employing a 
total of 31 people. 

At the time, four posts were 
vacant and other jobs were lost at 
the South Northants council. 

If the latest cost-saving proposals 
are approved by all three councils, 
the changes could be put in place 
as early as April, 2014. 


MP's pledge over care 


AN Oxfordshire MP has pledged 
to put pressure on a health 
watchdog after raising the issue 
of care inspection at 
Westminster. 

Labour MP Andrew Smith 
warned it was crucial to make 
sure “proper inspections” were 
being completed in the county. 

It follows last week’s story 
that raised concerns about the 
number of inspectors the Care 
Quality Commission had in 
Oxfordshire. 

Despite a responsibility for 
inspecting 447 health institutions 
across the county, the CQC only 
had two inspectors in the county 
last November. 

This had increased to five last 
week, with another five in 


training, but the Government 
said ten full-time inspectors 
were in place. 

But Mr Smith - who raised the 
question during a debate at 
Westminster - said ten was still 
“not a lot” for the entire county. 

He said: “If the pressure from 
Patient Voice, county 
councillors, and myself has 
succeeded in doubling the 
inspection team for Oxfordshire 
in just a few weeks, that is good 
news, but it remains of great 
concern that they let their effort 
diminish to the extent they did. 

“I will ask to see their work 
programme and the outcome of 
their inspections. 

“I will want to be assured that 
proper inspection is being 


inspection 

undertaken, not only of hospitals 
and care homes, but also, 
crucially, of home-care visits out 
in the community. 

“Ten people is still not a lot to 
do that all over the county.” 

Mr Smith also raised concerns 
that newly-recruited inspectors 
did not have any experience or 
knowledge of the NHS, 
healthcare or social services, 
just regulation. 

Minister of State for Care and 
Support, Norman Lamb, said: 
“My officials raised these 
concerns with CQC and were 
assured that it is on track to 
achieve its goal of inspecting 
100 per cent of adult social care 
locations across Oxfordshire by 
March 31, 2013.”

CHRISTIANS have signed a letter 
expressing their "shock and outrage" at the 
discrimination against muslims in Chipping 
Norton. 

A plan to open a mosque in the town fell 
through last month after the landlord, 
George Wissinter, received a threat that the 
building would be burnt to the ground. 

Applicant Tahirul Hasan, a town 
councillor, had received planning 
permission to convert the former shop in 
Hitchmans Mews into a mosque. 

The town's 34-strong muslim community 
had planned to hold ten-minute prayer 
meetings, five times a day.

The letter says: "We write to express 
profound shock and outrage that the Muslim 
community has been discriminated against 
in Chipping Norton. 

"It saddens us to read of the threat 
directed against Mr Wissinter and the fear of 
Mr Tahirul Hasan in conducting his taxi 
business. 

"As Christians, we know that Jesus called 
us to love God and our neighbour as we 
love ourselves. It is for us to welcome the 


stranger and to be hospitable to all. 

"We affirm that all people have the right 
to be treated as human beings with the 
freedom to practise their faith without fear 
of persecution. 

"Our hope is that communities across 
West Oxfordshire will embrace diversity and 
speak out for our growing minorities." 

The letter was signed by 38 West 
Oxfordshire Christians, including Witney 
Congregational Church minister Jason 
Boyd, High Street Methodist Church 
minister Richard Donoghue, Rector of 
Witney Toby Wright and Chipping Norton 
team vicar David Salter. 


Mural to make way for new coffee shop

A MURAL depicting Banbury 
will be covered up to make 
way for a Costa coffee shop 
at the town’s train station. 

Chiltern Railways told the 
Banbury Cake that, using 
one of two options, the 2001 
mural would be saved. 

Either a false ceiling will 
be put in the unit, covering 
the mural, or it will be 
donated to a local 
organisation. 

Head of stations Chad 
Collins said: “We are 
undertaking a number of 
initiatives to improve the 
station environment. 

“This year, we intend to 
open a new coffee shop, 
which will provide Banbury 
station with a more inviting 
and modern entrance area. 

“Due to there being a 
limited amount of space 
available, the mural will no 
longer be visible. 


“However, we will either 
protect it or donate it to an 
organisation that will 
preserve it.” 

The move follows 
discussions with Banbury 
Civic Society and the 
Cherwell Rail Users Group 
about its future. 

Civic society chairman 
Rob Kinchin-Smith said: 
“What makes us cross is 
Chiltern’s clear rejection of 
all the values that underpin 
the mural - these being 
corporate citizenship, 
community, heritage, public 
art and the station’s role as a 
gateway, not to ‘their’ 
railway, but to our historic 
town.” 

But rail users group 
chairman Chris Bates said: 
“We are glad to hear that 
this mural will survive. We 
look forward to discussing 
the detail with Chiltern.”

Firm apologises after not telling people in advance 


Human sewage was 


dumped in a quarry 


A COMPANY has admitted 
it should have told residents 
before dumping 40,000 
tonnes of human sewage 
into a quarry. 

Peter Bennie Ltd has been 
accused of operating under a 
"cloak of secrecy" in its use of 
digested biosolids to restore 
Wroxton Fields Quarry. 

The site near Banbury is to 
receive 50,000 tonnes of the 
treated waste, which is used to 
help soil return to a useful state 
after minerals have been 
extracted. 

But residents said they were

not consulted and fear the foul¬ 
smelling material, dumped over 
the last six months, may be 
hazardous to their health. 

Business development 
manager Peter Bennie said the 
firm had not made residents 
aware because the practice was 
so commonplace. 

He said: "We should really 
have alerted people to it in 
advance, but the issue has only 
arisen in the last two or three 
weeks. 

"We are doing this sort of 


thing all the time." 

Wroxton Parish Council 
chairman Michael Robarts 
raised concerns at a meeting of 
Oxfordshire County Council's 
planning and regulation 
committee. 

He said: "It is extremely 
smelly when the wind is in a 
certain direction - this is very 
unpleasant stuff. 

"And there has been a cloak 
of secrecy, no proper 
consultation and everyone 
seems very unwilling to talk 
about it. 

"It is probably too late to do 
much about it, because we have 


got 40,000 of the 50,000 tonnes 
already on site. 

"But we are really concerned 
about a potential abuse of 
process." 

Committee member Ray Jelf 
said: "What they have done is 
wrong. It has to go through the 
right route. I personally think 
some action should be taken." 

Council deputy director for 
environment and economy Huw 
Jones said the firm did not need 
planning permission. 

There had been a "technical 
breach" of rules because it had 
done work prior to officially 
handing the quarry back to its 


owners, but this did not warrant 
enforcement action, he said. 

He added: "I investigated this 
and I can't find any record that 
we were consulted by the 
Environment Agency. 

"But they have licensed it and 
I have now received a letter 
confirming that. 

"The best I can suggest is that 
we raise it with them so next 
time we are informed about this 
in advance." 

The councillors agreed to 
write to the Government's 
Environment Agency and ask to 
be informed about other human 
waste dumping in future. 


After two road accidents as a 
boy, flier lived "a charmed life" 


IN his 90 years, Thomas 
Keegan navigated bombers 
during the Second World War, 


was a flying instructor, air- 
show aerobatics pilot and 
taught mathematics to 
Banbury schoolchildren. 

Born on March 7, 1922, 
near Sunderland, Mr Keegan 
grew up in Houghton-le- 
Spring, Tyne and Wear. 

He faced adversity early on 
in life, having survived two 
road accidents. He was 
knocked by a car when he 
was aged five and and was 
injured again when he was 
11 . 

Mr Keegan’s son, Anthony, 
said his father remained 
“extremely lucky for the 
remainder of his life” - and 
this was noted by others. 

He said: “For example, 
when piloting a Wellington 
bomber during the Second 
World War, other aircrew 
would make strenuous efforts 
to fly with him. 

“This was because they 
also knew that the cool, 
calm, and collected Thomas 
Keegan would always get 
them safely home after their 
long and hazardous mission, 
no matter what the odds 
were.” 

He joined the RAF as an 
apprentice fitter, aged 16, and 
was posted around the UK, 
including a stint at RAF 
Andover, where he 
experienced deadly German 
bombs which sprayed 
shrapnel. 

Mr Keegan said: “Thomas 
remained inside the barracks 
and hid under his bed with 
his tin helmet on. He 
survived, whilst several of his 
colleagues outside did not.” 

After being selected as a 
pilot, Mr Keegan was posted 
to Canada for training and, 


from January 1944, began 
flying long-range Wellington 
bombers on patrols 
searching for U-boats. 

His flights included fellow 
officer James Thain, who on 
February 6, 1958, was at the 
controls of the plane carrying 
Manchester United players 
when it crashed at Munich 
Airport. Eight players and 15 
others died, while Mr Thain 
survived. 

Mr Keegan had a lucky 
escape himself when an 
ignition fire started in a 
grounded aircraft. The last- 
but-one crewman out got 
stuck trying to get out the 
hatch. 

His son said: “With all his 
remaining strength, Thomas 
took a run-up and booted his 
colleague in the posterior, 
knocking both of them 
through the door. A second 
later, the aircraft exploded. 

“All that was left of their 
aircraft was a big black 
scorch mark on the concrete 
and the aircraft’s rear 
tailplane, complete with gun 
turret.” 

After seeing out the war 
stationed in Cairo and 
Jerusalem, he met and 
married Bridget Lee in 
Lincoln. He took up work as 
an RAF flying instructor at 
bases including RAF 
Moreton-in-Marsh, 
Gloucestershire. 

After studying in York and 
London, a career in teaching 
mathematics followed. 

He taught at Banbury’s 
Blessed George Napier 
Catholic School and Sports 
College from 1968 to 1988 
and then at Drayton School, 
now North Oxfordshire

villages. Thomas always 
considered them being 
la creme de la creme.”

“Thomas had the good 
fortune and privilege, as he 
saw it, of teaching over that 
period of time, hundreds of 
Catholic schoolchildren from 
Bicester and its neighbouring

from bronchial pneumonia. 

His funeral was held at St 
John’s Church, Banbury.

Referendum rules 

The number of electors required to trigger local referenda 
into how councils across Oxfordshire are run has been 
announced. 

Under new provisions in the Localism Act, a local council 
must hold a referendum on whether the council should 
change to a different form of governance - such as having 
an elected mayor - if at least five per cent of the electors in 
the area petition the authority to do so. 

This means if 5,536 electors in Oxford sign such a 
petition Oxford City Council must hold a referendum. 

The figures for the other authorities are: 5,246 for 
Cherwell District Council, 5,225 for South Oxfordshire 
District Council, 4,745 for Vale of the White Horse District 
Council, 4,055 for West Oxfordshire District Council and 
24,807 for Oxfordshire County Council.

AN Oxfordshire school is to close for 
eight weeks for emergency roof repairs. 

Wootton-by-Wood stock Primary has been 
closed for safety reasons. 

A crack appeared in one of the beams 
holding up the roof last week. 

The beam is above the infants' classroom 
and the crack has grown since it first 
appeared. 

The Oxford Anglican Diocese, which owns 
the Grade ll-listed building, is now arranging 
repairs. 

Chairman of governors Jonathan Reynolds 
said: "The diocese has been fantastic in 
stepping in quickly and offering us advice on 
how to deal with it." 

Pupils last went to lessons at the school on 
Friday. Arrangements have now been made 
for them to be taught at the Marlborough 
School, in Woodstock, in a separate area 
cordoned off from secondary school students. 

Children will get a bus from the primary 
school site and will arrive and leave at 
different times to their secondary school 
counterparts. 

Mr Reynolds added: "It must be the first 
time a whole school has been moved in 
Oxfordshire in a single week. It's massively 
inconvenient for parents to take kids out of 
school for a week. 

"We have worked as fast as we can and 
the community has been fantastic in rallying 
around."

State-of-the-art 
move for hi-tech 
composites firm 


HUNDREDS of workers at a Banbury firm are 
moving into state-of-the-art new premises, custom 
built to accommodate its growth. 

Staff at CTG, which makes composites for the 
aerospace, motorsport and medical industries, are in the 
process of occupying the £14m "centre of excellence". 

The new site will bring six previous locations on the 
Thorpe Industrial Estate under one roof in Chalker Way. 

By June, when the move is complete, it will be home to 
200 staff with a further 150 jobs set to be created in the 
next five years. 

CTG spokesman Kate White said: "About 30 per cent of 
people have come across so far and we are still hiring new 
staff, a process which will ramp up towards the middle of 
the year." 

The new facilities include a gym, technical library and 
flexible meeting spaces. 

CTG, formerly known as the Crompton Technology 
Group, was the Oxfordshire Business of the Year in 2007. 

It was taken over by aerospace company Goodrich in 
2010, which in turn was snapped up by the United 
Technologies Corporation, an American aerospace and

building conglomerate, in July last year. 

CTG works in markets including aerospace, where it 
provides composite materials to clients including Boeing 
and Airbus, while it also supplies most of the Formula One 
teams. 

Ms White added that when the move was complete, 
just 40 per cent of the building would be occupied, 
allowing the firm to continue growing without having to 
move again. 

Meanwhile, motorsport firm Prodrive's plans to move 
from its Banbury HQ in Acorn Way to the former Hella 
factory site nearby have been delayed by a year. 

Hitches in the planning process mean it will not leave 
until summer next year, with a retail park on its current 
site opening a year later. 

A spokesman said: "The planning process has taken a 
lot longer than expected. It has been frustrating." 

Asked if the economic downturn had contributed to the 
delay, the spokesman said: "We are champing at the bit to 
get going. We have received a lot of positive support."

The Environment Agency which helps 
manage Britain's waterways, is looking to 
recruit around 200 summer volunteer lock- 
keepers. 

The successful candidates will spend a 
minimum of one day a week between Easter 
and October lending a hand to their local 
lock-keeper, helping guide boats through 
and keeping the place looking ship-shape. 

Mike Sinclair, 61, has been a volunteer 
since last April. 

Luckily, the retired consultant anaesthetist 
for the John Radcliffe hospital lives just two

minutes away. 

"It is very social. You meet all sorts of 
people working on the boats," he said. 

"People who live on boats are fairly 
alternative. You meet a fair few hippies - 
guys like myself, travellers on the water." 
Before he was let loose on his lock, Mr 
Sinclair had to take two one-day courses on 
water safety, run by Spartan Rescue. 

Part of the lock-keeper's job is to help 
alleviate the flood risk, but they also need 
to make sure there is a sufficient depth for 
the river-users. 

Mr Sinclair's job also involves making the 


place look as good as possible and last 
week he was varnishing the benches. 

"My lock boasts lovely gardens and we 
lend a hand keeping them looking good, as 
well as letting boats in and out of the lock," 
he said. 

"I get fresh air, and it keeps me active. 

"I am learning more and more about it, 
for example how to regulate the height of 
the water, which is very complicated." 

Mr Sinclair helps Ian Westwood, who has 
been a lock-keeper since 2010. 

After serving in the armed forces for 30 
years, Mr Westwood started his lock 
keeping career in 2007 as a paid summer 
assistant. 

The following year he was offered a job 
as a temporary lock and weir keeper and 
started his full-time role two years later. 
Permanent lock keepers are paid between 
£20,100 and £25,391. 

"Lock-keepers are an eclectic mix," said 
Mr Westwood, 54. 

"Of my neighbouring lock-keepers, one 
used to be in the printing trade, and the 
other used to act in EastEnders. 

"Each person brings something different 
to us, and we try to give something to each 
of them."

A LOCK-keeper is responsible for 
making sure boats pass through the 
locks safely. 

Most are automatically operated 
from the bank, but a lock keeper must 
make sure the system is working, that 
the gates are clean and functional, 
and that there is a sufficient depth of 
water. 


Many keepers live at their lock and 
need to keep their house and gardens 
in tip-top condition. 

A good lock-keeper is sociable, 
talkative and likes getting a lot of 
fresh air and exercise.

a Day's work 


A ll comedians have dark 
sides. But Simon Day's 
autobiography Comedy 
And Error goes further. 

It's a tale of neglect, survival, 
punishment, incarceration, 
violence, addiction, fame, comedy 
and redemption... in that order. 

And now it's out the Fast Show 
comedian is happier than he's ever 
been, happier than when he won 
comedy awards, was watched by 
millions on TV, ate in the best 
restaurants and mixed with the 
planet's biggest stars. 

It also means Simon is on the 
road again with a new show, part 
stand-up, part book, part Q&A 
which is attracting rave reviews 
around the country. Because his 
story is riveting, the tale of a boy 
from Blackheath who lived the high 
life, became famous and turned into 
a drug-addicted cliche. 

But Simon had his reasons: 
admittedly he was a difficult child 
with an emotionally retarded father 
and was sent to school in the wrong 
part of town, but his life fell apart 
when his parents split. His mother's 
new partner wanted nothing to do 
with him and his father was unable 
to care for his son, meaning Simon 
became a homeless teenager, sleep¬ 
ing on floors, sleeping rough and 
nicking stuff to survive. 

"I have lots of arguments with 
people about this, trying to defend 
my mum, but I can't really," the 50- 
year-old says. "As an adolescent 
you need more care not less, how¬ 
ever awful you are. I might have 


acted tough and said 'leave me 
alone' like Harry Enfield's Kevin & 
Perry, but I was 1 7." 

Simon got caught thieving, ended 
up in Borstal before being released 
back to his homeless existence. 
Reading between the lines, Simon 
kept going by telling jokes. 

"I lived to perform because I was¬ 
n't at ease in my own skin. A lot of 
comedians are considered damaged." 

He eked out this pitiful existence 
until aged 21 when Simon got up 
on stage at a comedy club and 
rocked the joint. "When it came to 
stand-up it wasn't much of a leap. 
But I wanted to show the people I 
knew, whose floors I'd slept on and 
whose money I'd borrowed, that I 
wasn't nothing." 

Vic and Bob (Reeves and 
Mortimer) saw his first gig and took 
him on tour as their support act. 
Sell-out gigs and comedy awards 
followed and then The Fast Show. "I 
had a hunger - I wanted to be the 
best, better than everyone else and 
you could feel it, it worked, and 
people would fall off their chairs. 

"So I had a great time. It was 
great going out, the girls, people 
coming up and saying 'you're so 
funny' and the recognition. But I got 
too cocky and thought I could be 
the next Peter Sellers, when I was 
just an alcoholic whose gigs were 
getting in the way of my drinking. 

"I couldn't make the money work 
and it went as fast as when I was 
earning £150 a week on a building 
site, although I had better shoes and 
was eating out all the time." 


Simon's drug, gambling and alco¬ 
hol addictions grew at a similar 
pace so while his fellow Fast Show 
buddies bought property, Simon 
was back at his rented flat at night 
to take coke and crack with a 
crowd who matched his habit. "I'm 
an all or nothing person," he says. 

But then his wife Ruth came along. 
"Ruth didn't try to rapidly change 
me, but if you've been out with four 
people and they all say the same 
thing, they are probably right. I 
thought 'I need to change that'." 

Simon packed himself off to 
AA. "Once I started talking they 
couldn't get a word in," he 
jokes and then adds: "And I 
don't feel like a survivor 
because at AA you hear horrific 
stories - so I feel very lucky. 

"Maybe people don't normally 
write about this stuff, but look at 
Paul Gascoigne - he's lucky to be 
alive and it's hard to come back 
from all that. So yes, sometimes it 
was heavy, but I wanted the book to 
be about comedians and how they 
are created, rather than just how we 
go out and entertain a room." 

And now? "I'm back doing stand- 
up and enjoying it more than ever - 
I'm happy - although my gig is 
billed as intelligent, gentle stand- 
up," he laughs, "but I'm OK, 
because I get my kids up and put 
them to bed, and I'm going to be 
there for them - sober. So being a 
comedian still feels lucky to me."

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Stars fail to gel in a 
predictable thriller 


PARKER (15, 118 mins)

A dapted from the novel 
Flash fire by Donald E 
Westlake, Parker is an action 
thriller about a professional thief 
who is double-crossed by his team 
and then swears revenge. 

The set-up is familiar and, 
regrettably, director Taylor Hackford 
and screenwriter John J McLaughlin 
lazily go through the motions, 
ticking off genre tropes without any 
sense of urgency or stylistic flair. 

Bone-crunching fist fights, slickly 
edited heists and a gratuitous 
shower sex scene provide a tired 
framework for another emotionless 
performance from Jason Statham as 
the robber who only pilfers from the 
rich and corrupt. 

Innuendo-laden banter between 
his vengeance-seeking hero and a 
disposal supporting cast appears to 
have been recycled from the cutting 
room floor of bygone James Bond 
escapades. 

"My gun's bigger than yours!" 
snarls one security guard. 

"It's not the size, it's how you use 
it," retorts the eponymous thief, 
discharging his tiny firearm. 

Co-star Jennifer Lopez makes her 
entrance after about 45 minutes, 
necessitating a jarring tonal shift 
into light comedy that leaves 
Hackford facing a quandary. 

Should he appeal to the Statham 


fan-boys, who expect gun play and 
death-defying acrobatics in the face 
of certain death? 

Or does he cater to Lopez's 
female-heavy audience, who expect 
their sassy chic to snag her man by 
ramping up the sexual tension? 

Hackford half-heartedly appeals 
to both camps and ultimately 
satisfies no one. 

Parker (Statham) accepts a job 
from his mentor, Hurley (Nick 
Nolte), to steal a cool $1.5m from 
the Ohio State Fair, aided by an 
untested four-strong crew: Melander 
(Michael Chiklis), Carlson (Wendell 
Pierce), Hardwicke (Micah A 
Hauptman) and Ross (Clifton 
Collins Jr). 

The robbery unfolds largely as 
planned, then Melander and his 
buddies turn on Parker, leaving the 
thief for dead by the roadside. 

Miraculously, Parker survives 
multiple gunshot wounds and tracks 
down the treacherous crew to Palm 
Beach, Florida, where they are 
plotting to steal jewels from a high- 
society auction. 

Posing as a rich Texan called 
Daniel Parmitt, Parker joins forces 
with cash-strapped estate agent 
Leslie Rogers (Jennifer Lopez) to kill 
Melander and fence the gems, 
worth an eye-watering $75m. 

"I'm sick of chauffeuring these 
wannabe playboys who have never 
worked a day in their lives!" 
whimpers Leslie, by way of a flimsy 
explanation for her willingness to 
get involved with Parker's suicidal 
scheme. 

Parker is hamstrung by the 
awkward pairing of Statham and

SPORTS cars, and more to the 
point, sporty cars demand a certain 
level of pain for the style that they 
deliver. The discomfort exacted on 
driver and passengers varies with 
model, depending on precisely how 
much passion is desired. 

The discomposure can start with 
the original purchase price and high 
insurance costs and extend to lack 
of comfort and space. Spanish car 
maker SEAT long ago realised that 
cloaking a practical supermini with 
a sporty suit can be a way to deliver 
the best of both worlds. 

Enter the agile Ibiza FR, with 
sharply-styled, racy good looks and 
a sports-inspired interior, combined 
with the down-to-earth practicality 
you would expect from a five-door 
hatchback. That level-headed 
approach is enhanced by the fitting 
of a potent diesel engine. The car's 
turbocharged diesel engine is good 
for a muscular 143 horsepower - 
enough to carry it from rest to 
62mph in just 8.2 seconds. 

Linked as standard to a smooth,

That's clear 
from the second you slip behind the 
leather-trimmed, three-spoke 
steering wheel, with its motorsport- 
inspired flat bottom and contrasting 
red stitching. Instrumentation, too, 
glows a sporty red and the 
dashboard sports a neat, pre-

1. Organise your finance so you 

know your budget. 

2. Decide on the make and model 


you want. 

3. Do your homework. Research 

the current values of the 
vehicle you want and be 
suspicious of any rock-bottom 
prices. 

4. Check the VIN/chassis numbers 

match any paperwork. 

5. Does the mileage correspond 

with the condition of the car? 
If it seems low, it could have 


been clocked. 

6. Check the vehicle has a current 

MOT certificate, if it is more 
than three years old. 

7. Ask to see the full service 

history, including receipts and 
check mileage readings. 

8. Beware of forged documents, 

such as V5s and don't take any 
dealer history checks at face 
value. 

9. Conduct your own HPI check, 

using the registration number 
to confirm whether the vehicle 
has been stolen, clocked, 
written-off or if it's on 
outstanding finance. 
Meanwhile, there is a wealth of 
choice for buyers looking for 
something different in the 
sporting used-car market.
